cago is described as al) the territory 
within 35 miles of the loop, including 
all of Cook county and the surround- 
ing counties of Du Page, Kane, Lake, 
and Will, in Iinois, and Lake, in 
‘Indiana. 

The figure for the city of Chicago 
alone is 3,215,000, an increase in popu- 
lation of 75,000 during 1928. This is 
slightly more than the 70,000 annual 
growth the city has shown for the 
last five years. The population of 
Cook county, which includes 95. vil- 
lages and towns well as Chicago, is 


‘given as 3,828,000. 


Survey Neighboring Counties. 


The population of the other coun- 
ties inf the metropolitan area, as deter- 


merce survey, is as follows: Du Page,

Miss Jay’s part in solving the crime 
was revealed last night when she was 
named as one of the beneficiaries of 
rewards totaling $2,000 posted jointly 
by Northwestern university and the 
Evanston crime commission for the 
arrest and conviction of the slayer. 
Miss Jay’s portion of the reward was 
$300.

Drives Onto Tracks. 

As the Olsen automobile approached 
the crossing from the south the gates 
guarding the elevated tracks north of 
the railroad were lifting after the pas- 
sage of an Aurora and Elgin freight 
train. Apparently believing he had a 
clear road ahead, the driver speeded 
onto the right of way directly in front 
of the westbound train, which struck 
the car in the middle. Engineer Oates 
said he attempted to stop, but the dis- 
tance was too short. 

The machine was carried 200 feet 
down the track before the engine could 
be halted. Passing motorists who’ 
rushed to the wreck found the two 
women, Halver Olsen and two of the 
children in the car. Beside the track 
lay Henry Olsen and the body of Ar- 
nold. 

Ambulances were summoned and the 
victims were taken to the Oak Park 
hospital. From there the dead were 
taken to undertaking establishments. 


Witness Tells of Crash. 


E. W. Rapalee, 2630 Crescent drive, 
Elmwood Park, one of the witnesses 
to the accident, said the railroad cross- 
ing: gates were just going down as the 
train struck the automobile. He told 
the police that another accident which 
occurred north of the crossing just be- 
fore the fatal crash might have divert- 
ed the watchman’s atteution from the 
approaching train. 

A light sedan skidded on the slip- 
pery pavement in stopping before the 


street sign post, Rapalee said. When 

the Aurora and Elgin train had passed 

and Rapalee had driven part way 

across the tracks, he heard the Soo 

Line train whistle and turned to see 

the Olson automobile crushed by the 
Four Others Killed. 

Four other deaths in Cook county 
during the day raised the total fatal- 
ities since Jan. 1 to 1.062. With five 
days of the year remaining, the num- 
ber of 1928 deaths already exceeds the 
entire 1927 toll by 71.

EXPLOITING COOK COUNTY. 
One of the items on the legislative agenda is 
reapportionment. Although the Illinois constitu- 
tion provides that the state shall be redistricted 
3 after each decennial federal census, the provision 
has been ignored since 1901. The matter has been 
agitated in each session of the assembly, but never 
more seriously than as a gesture. Consequently 
the constitution is abridged in its most vital 
aspect, the moral effect has been bad, and an 
estimated million and a quarter voters have been, 
in effect, disfranchised. 
| To what extent rotten boroughs exist in Dlinois 
is indicated by the analysis of voting strength in 
the state senatorial districts which Arthur Evans 
has computed on the basis of the 1928 governor- 
ship ballot. It shows inequalities in representa- 
tion as among downstate districts, ag between the 
collective downstate districts and the Cook county 
districts, and as among Cook county districts, 
_ Further investigation, however, reduces the 
question to a disparity between Cook county and 
downstate. For the differences in voting strength 
among downstate districts are not intolerable. 
And while a collection of static Chicago districts 


have an unjust balance of power over the rapidly | 


growing Cook county districts, the representatives 
from the pocket boroughs in Chicago have been 
redistricting advocates. The resistance to reappor- 
tionment has come from downstate legislators, for 
on the basis of the 1920 census Cook county 


- would have 24 instead of 19 senatorial districts 


and downstate 27 instead of 32. 

Im Illinois the constitution has been defied by 
downstate interests in the program of exploiting 
Chicago. But the problem is not peculiar to Mu- 
nois. The nation is guilty. Congress has failed 
to order reapportionment on the basis of the 1920 
census as directed by the constitution. The rural 
communities, the south, and the drys are cling- 
ing to their advantage in violation of the funda- 
mental principle and practice of free government. 
Virtually all of the individual] states are faced 
with the same problem of nullification, particu 
larly those states in which there is incompatibility 
between city and country, 

So prevalent has the nullification of the consti- 
tutional principle which was designed to insure 
perpetual equality of representation become that 
advocates of compliance with this provision are 
regarded as reformers and alarmists. Campaign 
@rators and patriotic politicians who advise school 
ehildren as to the virtues of the constitution and 
the nobility of its enforcement would do well to 
put their houses in order. The voters of this 
state and this country will not much longer view 
the matter of reapportionment as an abstraction. 
_ The wise legislator will anticipate a revolt against 
the injustice and take steps to enforce the con- 
Stitution, The voters of Illinois have registered 
thelr disapproval of the conduct of affairs in 
‘Springfield. The beneficiaries of this popular 
housecleaning should justify their trust by ‘mme- 
diate action to redistrict the state. 


THE DRIFT OF NEWS. 


Roumania, once a Roman colony, has a parlia- 

- ment of farmers, and the old régime of the Brati- 
anos has been roiled away into the back stage. 
Maniu, premier for the peasants, has promised 
farm relief. But promised farm relief is not 
always getting it. 

. Roumania has been hard ridden by its aristoc- 
racy. For the benefit of wealthy Bucharest the 
peasants have been exploited. Farm reform in the 
old Roman colony on the Black sea may take more 
fighting than Premier Maniu thinks. 

In America’s middie west the farms are owned 
increasingly by nonresidents. Landlords of the 
second or third generation, banks, trustees, insur- 
ance companies, or persons not in farming busi- 
ness Own the farms, says E. C. Ypung of the 
American Farm Economic association, and the 
problem of farm upkeep grows greater every year. 
Not far from half the farms in Illinois are in the 


hands of tenants. Without a stake in the land's . 


future the tenants let the farms and lands run

CHICAGO AND THE 
PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD. 


, Under its charter of 1846 the thirteen directors 
of the Pennsylvania railroad are residents of Penn- 
sylvania. This railroad at its birth was an intra- 
state carrier, but the state had an eye to its future 
as an important national transportation system 
when it limited the directorate. The theory must 
have been that whatever advantages and protec- 
tion the railroad might offer would go home and 
whatever regulation the state might desire to ex- 
ercise could be more easily administered to home 


folks. It has been a happy arrangement for 
Pennsylvania and the east, but it has obstructed 
the growth of Chicago and the mid-west. 
Recently the Pennsylvania inaugurated a $100,- 
000,000 electrification program in the east. It was 
advertised as a great service to the traveler and a 
beneficence to the state. At the same time it was 
officially announced that the Pennsylvania was 


,~| satisfied with conditions in Chicago. The home 


directorate concession which Pennsylvania exacted 
in the charter has paid gratifying dividends to 
that state at our expense. Property values here 
are degraded by noise and smoke; health is men- 
aced. It is the Chicago terminal that makes the 
Pennsylvania a great revenue producer, but 
Pennsylvania directors spend the money at home. 

Under these circumstances Chicago may expect 
no voluntary contribution to its welfare on the 
part of the Pennsylvania railroad. Even the 
profit which the road might gain from an invest- 
ment in electrification facilities here will not in- 
duce the citizens of Pennsylvania to improve the 
condition of Chicago. It is plainly, then, the obli- 
gation of the Illinois assembly and the city council 
to coerce the Pennsylvania railroad. Mr. Emmer- 
son is on record as approving state assistance in 
establishing modern and electrified terminals in 
Chicago. The assembly convenes early in Jan- 
uary. The new administration immediately can 
win permanent reputation by framing measures 
for the electrification of Chicago terminals. 


TRAINING MEN TO DEFEND 
DEMOCRACIES, . 


At least four causes of war persist in modern 
society, says Professor W. A. Oldfather in the 
National Defense magazine, that may wrench a 
nation at any time from peace into the midst of 
conflict. Imperialism, the possession of special 
economic advantages, the tension caused by static 
or declining population in one region while there 
is a rapidly increasing and energetic population 


in another, and, fourth, the emergence of @ new 


social order in certain regions. And until these 
causes have been removed from all the world, 


war will remain a dangerous threat to peaceful 


as well as to the military nations. 


To democracies the threat is hardly less than to 
more military peoples, but military preparation in 
democracies is a hard and subtle problem that 
few statesmen and no military men have fully 
realized. For democracies are not military minded, 
and their customs, habits and institutions hardly 
fit the military mode of education. To develop a 
defensive system in a democracy without antag- 
onizing the people and arousing hatred and dislike 
for all things that pertain to national defense 
takes cautious planning and good judgment. A 
defensive system for America should not be 
modeled on the ancient feudal European plan. 
Citizen training is the obvious method, and with- 
out losing military values it should adapt itself 
to American psychology and interests so that the 
training will have obvious value to a man in civil 
life as well as in the event of war. And in this 
general field the training of our college students 
to serve as officers is the most important problem. 
The military and naval units in the colleges are 
in general well handled, and, in some colleges at 
least, such as Northwestern university, gain pres- 
tige and popular esteem with every year. At 
Northwestern the military unit probably should be 
dropped in order to give greater emphasis to naval 
training, for which the college is uniquely fitted, 
but both units today are smart and brilliantly in 
training.

POT-BELLIED CHILDREN. 
OME children are pot-bellied—some 
more; some less. For this there 
are two reasons. In babyhood the 
diet consisted principally of milk 
and that food is principally water. In 
order to get sufficienf nourishment it 
Was necessary to distend the stomach. 
Older children who drink too much milk 
are likely to be unduly pot-bellied. But 
@ more potent cause is weakness of 
the abdominal muscles. The abdominal 
muscles of a baby are little mere than 
membranes. It is important that this 
condition be overcome as early as pos- 
sible in life. To do this the child should 
be set to tasks to build up the abdominal 
muscles. Lying on the back and kick- 
ing upward, raising the legs to the per- 
pendicular, will help and, therefore, 
should be encouraged. Dresses should 
be short, or bloomers should be worn 
as a means to this end. 

When the child is able to run around 
he should be encouraged to stoop over 
and pick objects from the floor. This 
does not require a lot of persuasion, The 
mother or nurse should let objects drop 
on the floor and have the child. pick 
them up and bring them to her. Play- 
ing stooping games and helping with the 
housework will help to develop these 
muscles, 

It is important for the welfare of the 
growing child that the pelvic and shoul- 
der girdles should be set at right angles 
with the spine. To keep the shoulders 
right requires development of the shoul- 
der muscles, For this purpose tug-of-war 
play, climbing, pulling on ropes are good 
examples. There is nothing else so good 
for keeping the spine straight and the 
pelvic and shoulder girdles straight as 
balancing weights on the head. The 
woman who carries a bucket of water 
that way has found the perfect exercise 
for keeping these girdles as they should 
be. We are told that the German people 
are now paying more attention to mus- 
cular development and bodily vigor than 
are any ‘other people. The parents of

Taxes and China Main 


Business of Session. 


{Congright: 1928: By the New York Times.) 

TOKIO, Dec. 26.—The new session 
of the diet, which the emperor opened 
today, finds the government's position 
much securer than before, with every 
prospect that Premier Baron Tanaka 
can maintain his position and carry 
out bis policies. The emperor's speech 
was the customary brief formal statv- 
ment: of only four sentences, one of 
which noted that the friendly bonds 
between Japan and other nations con- 


tinued to grow stronger. The houce | tary 


adjourns tomorrow until the end of 
Janwtary. 

The net result of. the political ma- | 
neuvers during the recess has been 
that the risk of the government being 
defeated by a snap vote has disap- 


creased its numbers only from 219 to 
221, but it has successfully under- 
mined the Minseito party, which nov 
commands only 174 votes, and cannvt 
hope to frame an issue on which it 
could defeat the go¥ernment. 

New Party Deserts Mirseito. 

The unhealthy condition which exict- 
ed at the last special session, when 
a group of half a dozen, headed by 
Yusuke Tsurumi, held the balance, has 
Tokonami's new 
party, which deserted the Minse‘tto 
party, will doubtless vote for the gov- 
ernment as a regular thing, but even 
without its support the government 
has @ sma)! majority in the full house. 

The main business of the session, 
apart from the China policy, which 
always is capable of becoming a burn- 
ing question, is the government's bill 
for the transfer of land and business 
taxes from the national treasury to 
provincial] authorities. The scheme is 
a complicated one, concerning which 
much difference of opinion is ex- 
pressed, but there is room for a com- 
promise and little doubt is felt that 
the government can carry the [ro- 
posdis. The vast land purchase 
scheme, which bristles with difficulties, 
is mot likely to be reached at this 
session.

New York, Dec. 26.—(#/)—Individu- 
ally and collectively the Chicago Cubs 
led the National league in fielding last 
season. The Cubs not only topped the 
league in club fielding averages with 
a mark of :.975 but they had a man 
among the leaders for every position. 

The pennant winning St. Louis Car- 
dinals were a close second in both, 
having a club mark of .$9743 and five 
men among the pace setters for the 
various positions. 

Pitchers, first basemen and: out- 
fielders have the easiest jobs in the 
field, according to the 1928 National 
league figures. Twenty-five hurlers 
who took part in more than 10 
games had perfect records. Fred 
Fitzsimmons of the New York Giants, 
who tops the list played in 40 games 
and accepted 86 chances without an 
error, 

Bressler’s High Average. 

Among the tenders of the outer 
gardens several had errorless seasons 
but none who took part in 100 or more 
games. Rube Bregsler of Brooklyn 
led those who passed the century 
mark in games, accepting 265 chances, 
in 147 contests with only four errors.

Sox

Owing to the fact that baseball 
magnates can’t resist revealing the 
business secrets of their associates, 
it has just been brought forth that 
B&l Hunnefield, regarded as the best 
second base bet possessed by the 
White Sox, has delivered an ultima- 
tum. 

The rival magnate claims that 
Hunnefield, during the recent conven- 
tion of baseball folks in Chicago, told 
somebody connected with the Chicago 
club that it would be for the best 
to trade him, as he had no intentions 
of appearing in a local uniform next 
season. 

To whom this message was delivered 
is not known. But the story at least 
explains why the peppery young man 
made a trip from Phuadelphia to Chi- 
cago, and after a few hours here 
flitted from Chicago fo Philadelphia. 

The irritating item under Hunne- 
field’s hat is supposed to be a bonus 
of $1,000 promised him if he played 
in 100 games. He missed this total 
by a half dozen or so, and now has 
permitted himself to believe it wasn't 
his fault that he didn’t come up to 
specifications as a regular. 

Looking at the Hunnefield matter 
from the opposite side, it seems his 
employer has an idea the athlete is 
inclined to take his work too lightly. 
Bill is supposed to be one of those 
fellows who thinks an injury must be 
accompanied by a rest, no matter how 
insignificant the injury. If this is 
true it explains why he didn’t make 
the grade on the $1,000 bonus. The 
bonus item is Hunnefield’s own story, 
and not information emanating from 
club headquarters. 

Even if the threat was made as 
above reported, it doesn’t necessarily 
follow that Hunnefield is going to hide 
next spring when training summons 
are broadcast. If he isn’t traded dur- 
ing the interval he can easily be 
brought around to the state [mental] 
where he will believe he is appreciated. 
There is no getting away from the 
fact that the “Honey Boy” is the 
best the Sox own either on the right 
or left side of second base, and a 
little of that good fellow spirit with 
which Manager Blackburne is pos- 
sessed may be the only thing needed 
to place the athlete in the mood to 
do things. 


It may be that Hunnefield has so 
much temperament that no club could 
use him without affording , periodical 
rests, but when trading was discussed 
this fall Hunnefield was always men- 
tioned. This would indicate that not 
a few managers regard him highly. 
The Cleveland Indians, for instance, 
would love to have had him, and they 
intended to play him at short stop. 
The deal flopped because the Cleve- 
land business chief insisted the Sox 
wanted too much in return, but the 
Sox said the same thing, so 
you can take your choice. Our judg- 
ment is that the Sox bosses were 
right, provided their reckonings were 
based on Hunnefield’s actual ability.

New York, Dec. 26.—The price of 
copper rose today to the highest point 
since 1923, when the metal sold at 17% 
cents per pound. Leading producers 
are asking 16% cents, and the feeling 
among‘ traders is that the upward 
movement will continue and that 17 
cents will be asked before the advent 
of the new year. | 

It was noised about today that the 
price of copper for export will be ad- 
vanced to parity of 16% cents very 
shortly. At present the metal is quoted 
at 16% cents.

began in February of 1927. At that 
time it had sunk to an ebb price of 
12% cents a pound. During the year 
1927 the metal sold at increasingly 
higher prices and reached its peak at 
14% cents.

U. of Texas Poe 
Extra Session 


on Oil Policies 


Calls Proposed Leases by 
State Too Low. 


El Paso, Tex., Dec. 26.—(4)—Many 
years ago millions of acres of land 
belonging to the University of Texas 
were sold “for a song” te obtain 
funds to establish that institution.. 

Now, as that school’s. potential 
wealth seems to be almost unlimited, 
due to discovery of oil on land donated 
by the state, even the matter of ieas- 
ing is closely guarded. 

Gov. Dan Moody was asked today 
to call an extra session of the legis- 
iature, to convene Saturday, to at- 
; tempt to prevent the leasing of 103,000 
acres of university lands that are 
aow under advertised bids by the land 
commissioner.

Action in asking Gov. Moody to 
call the extra session was taken by 
the legislative committee and the com- 
mittee of the university board of 
regents and H. Y. Benedict, presiden 
of the school. ’ 
The request was made by telephone 
from El Paso, by Robert L. Holliday, 
acting for the committee. 
said 103,000 acres of the university 
land, principally oil land, will be leased 
‘on Jan. 2 unless the legislature stops 
‘it. The land will be leased for about 
$3 an acre, whereas it is worth $10,- 

000 an acre, Mr. Holliday said.

problem presented to the commission 
in the 848 applications which sought

*” Briefly, the plan reserved 95 of the 
-639 channels for various government 
‘pervices; 308 were alloted to fixed sta- 
tions and 148 channels were allotted 
to so called mobile service. The re- 
maining 88 channels will be held un- 
‘assighed pending negotiations between 
the United States, Canada and Mexico 
for agreement on their use. 

73 Assigned Marine Service. 

“Among the 148 channels set aside 
for mobile services, 73 were assigned 
for the use of marine service, 64 for. 
aviation, 5 for railroad purposes, and 6 
for portable station, including geo- 
physical and police. 

- Amateurs were assigned 134 of the 
308 channels reserved for fixed serv- 
ices and television stations were 
assigned 100 telegraph channels, or
